One 
eye was partly torn out, and there 
were other wounds.

snow so to be practically invisible 
except to one who chanced to come 
directly upon It. 
Because of the snow' which had 
fallen since Kleist went into the 
w'oods on the morning of Novem­ 
ber 15, searchers had been carry-

DEATH CLAIMS 
EZRAMEEKER 


Pioneer Trail-Blazer Goes 
to His Reward; Nearly 
98 Years Old

That picturesque m d kindly pi­ 
oneer, Ezra Meeker, 
who 
had 
the heart of a youth despite his 
97 years, laid aside his 
burden 
here today for his final rest. He 
died at a Seattle hotel after an 
illness of several months. 
Only 
last Thursday it appeared 
Mr. 
Meeker might recover, 
ss 
he 
began to regain strength after a 
period of sinking. He seemed to 
hang on to life with sheer 
ten­ 
acity of will rather than by phy­ 
sical resistance. Some thought he 
gained strength from his desire 
to reach his ninety-eighth birth­ 
day this month before taking the 
new trail. Yesterday he sudden­ 
ly became worse. 
Mr. Meeker was greatly 
dis­ 
appointed when he 
became 
ill 
in Detroit some weeks ago and 
could not return to 
his 
home 
here to vote in the general elec­ 
tion. It was the first time he had 
missed voting since 1864. When 
the old trail 
blazer 
recovered 
enough to be moved to Seattle he 
was taken to a hotel. He then be­ 
came too weak to be removed to 
a hospital. 
Born In Ohio 
The Northwest was 
home 
to 
Meeker. He brought his wife and 
seven months-old child west over 
the Oregon trail in 1852, when 
he was 21.

4,

congress, 
detailing 
his 
legislative wishes, but even 
be­ 
fore work is undertaken on the 
unfinished business of his admin­ 
istration, the Republican major­ 
ities were looking uheau

to the problems of the approach­ 
ing regime of 
Herbert 
Hoover 
and the promises of farm relief 
and tariff devision born in his 
Ifimpaign. 
New Farm Bills Ready 
Hardly had the house finished 
its hour's meeting before 
the 
Republican members of its ways 
and means committee conferred 
on the question of tariff revision 
and set Jan. 7, as 
the 
date 
to 
start hearings. 
At the senate end of the capi­ 
tol leaders were scratching their 
heads about the farm relief prob­ 
lem, wondering whether to 
at­ 
tem pt to get it started now under 
President Coolidge or await the 
extra session promised 
by 
Mr. 
Hoover after he takes office 
in 
March with a reinforced Republi­ 
can congress. Meanwhile a farm 
bill declared acceptable 
to Mr.

FEWER BILLS 
INTRODUCED 


Only 500 Drafts Are Put 
in House Basket; 
None in Senate 


Washington, Dec. 3 —(ZP)— The 
flow of bilbi into the hoppers of 
congress was of rivulet size today 
compared with the torrent which 
gushed forth a year ago when more 
than 6,000 pieces of embryo legis­ 
lation were presented to the house 
and senate. 
The measures forthcoming today 
were all from the house side and 
were of sectional rather than na­ 
tional concern, with the exception 
of several dealing with the tariff 
and farm problem. 
All the bills, 
including the tariff and farm meas­ 
ures, were referred to committees. 
Tile senate ledger failed to show 
a bill introduced. 
The total number deposited in 
the house bill basket was estimat­ 
ed by clerks at about 500. 
Many 
of this number, however, were old 
proposals dressed up in new legis­ 
lative raiment. 
Those drawing major attention, 
in view of the contemplated com­ 
plot revision of the tariff law, were 
the ones by Representative Wil­ 
liamson, Republican, Soul ii Dako­ 
ta; Taylor, 
Democrat, 
Colorado, 
and Howard Democrat, Oklahoma, 
proposing tariff rate changes on a 
number of commodities, principally 
farm. 
Would Make Committee. 
The Williamson proposal would 
place higher duties on crude fel­ 
spar, corn, alfalfa seed and eggs, 
and would repeal the law on draw­ 
backs, and refunding on wheat im­ 
ported for milling purposes. 
It 
also would place an increased duty 
on ult mixed oils containing lin­ 
seed oil. 
The measure proposed by Taylor 
would increase the duty on onions 
and cattle hides, while Howard’s 
would increase the tariff on import­ 
ed crude oil and would place duties 
on all imported petroleum distil­ 
lates.

His win­ 
nings, which lie did not live to 
collect, were close to $500,000. 
That money could have taken 
up the I. O. l!’s for which police 
believe Rothstein was killed, and 
left over $100,000 or so for pin 
money until Rothstein could have 
made his next killing

COMMISSION TO 
ACT FOR KING 


English Cabinet Takes 
Step to Speed Up 
Legislation 


London, 
Dec. 
3— (ZP)— The 
daily mall says decision has been 
reached to appoint a commission 
to act for the King, as was done 
when his 
majesty 
was 
absont 
from England after his illness in 
March 1925. 
Discussion of the 
commission had been in view Rev 
oral days, the paper adds, 
and 
decision was based on the pres 
ent serious character of the sov 
ereign’s illness. 
This procedure is 
based 
on 
precedents which enable the use 
use of the royal sign manual to 
be dispensed with when the sov­ 
ereign, owing to Illness, is unable 
to affix his signature. 
When circumstances 
make it 
necessary thus to 
“ put 
the 
crown in commission” the Rover 
eign, if able, attends a 
meeting 
of the privy council and formal 
iy authorizes the act. Since King 
George now is obviously unable 
to do this advantage will be tak 
en of provision for other proced 
ure. 
Need King's Signature 
Tills provision lays down that 
such a commission may 
be 
ap­ 
pointed by letters patent where 
to the grout seal of the kingdom 
has been affixed. The lord chan 
cellor is ex-offloio the custodian 
of the great seal, 
It is understood the 
commis­ 
sion would comprise 
the 
lord 
chancellor the premier, the arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and 
the 
duke of York. 
Difficulties are said already to 
have arisen during the 
king’s 
illness regarding the signature of 
state papers, scores of which go 
to the king 
for 
approval 
and 
signature in the ordinary course 
of every week. 
Several cabinet 
consultations preceded tho deri­ 
sion to appoint the 
commission, 
the Mail says. 
Find Two Bodies 
of Crash Victims 


Rio Janeiro,

London. Dec. 3—(ZP)—Four of the 
five doctors who at different times 
have been called into consultation 
on the illness of King George, to­ 
night signed a bulletin stating that 
the condition of his majesty’s heart 
still was causing anxiety. 
Although this was the disquiet­ 
ing feature of an otherwise favor­ 
able 
report, 
the 
ever 
growing 
crowds that gathered outside the 
palace to await the everting bulle­ 
tin, found little In to lessen their 
anxiety. 
They obtained some email com­ 
fort from the fact that the physi­ 
cians made their report after only 
a normal time for examining their 
patient. Some of the observers be­ 
lieved that this indicated there was 
nothing more alarming in his maj­ 
esty’s condition than in the past 
two days. 


Patient Gets Sleep. 


The evening bulletin, signed bv 
Lord Dawson of Penn. Sir Stanley 
Hewett, Sir E. Farquhar Buzzard 
and Sir Humphrey Rolleston. said: 
“A slight improvement in hie 
majesty’s condition 
noted 
this 
morning has been maintained. 
His temperature is near normal, 
but it Is necessary to emphasize 
that the anxiety concerning the 
heart still persists.” 
The temperature, to which this 
announcement alluded, was given 
in the 10:30 a. rn. bulletin as 99.8. 
The morning bulletin also said that 
the king had three hours of “quiet­ 
er sleep” and that there had been 
a slight improvement in his gener­ 
al condition. 
The fact tftat the monarch was 
obtaining some quiet sleep, waa 
W W , *1 favorable and it was 
hoped that this, 
combined 
with 
whatever 
measures 
the 
doctors 
could take to strengthen the heart, 
might enable the patient to sur­ 
mount the crisis. 
Queen Mary, for the first time 
since the king became ill, failed to 
take her usual drive this afternoon. 
It was understood she had been 
up the greater part of the night 
and those around her urged that 
she should obtain some sleep dur­ 
ing the day in order to keep up 
her strength through the heavy 
ordeal. 
Many Persons Call. 


Her majesty was said to be bear- 
Rig up with the greatest fortitude. 
She had been 
paying 
constant 
visits to the sick 
chamber 
al­ 
though she has taken no part iu 
the actual nursing of her husband. 
This has been done by six trained 
nurses from London hospitals. 
There wus a constant stream of 
visitors at Buckingham Palace to­ 
day, the physicians appearing a t 
frequent intervals. 
Several mem­ 
bers of the cabinet called. Sir Wil­ 
liam Joyneon-Hicks. the home sec­ 
retary,* entering the palate twit® 
during the day. 
Just before hi* 
second visit he made a speech at 
the Constitutional Club’s luncheon. 
in which he suid that a feeling oe 
‘ great hope” was coupled with the 
anxiety. 


Speaker Lauds King. 


I don’t want to deceive you and 
say the illness is over, or anything 
of the kind,’’ he continued. “Things 
were serious at the 
palate 
last 
night. 
I was there this morning 
and there wus undoubtedly a feel­ 
ing in the air that his majesty was 
bettor today than yesterday. 
Wa 
can only hope the shade of im­ 
provement continues and his con­ 
stitution 
enables 
him 
to 
pull 
through the weakness which must 
occur after such an illness. 
"The shadow which hangs over 
me ie almost a personal one be­ 
cause I ani brought into close per­ 
sonal touch with the king. 
I can­ 
not conceive 46 possible in the 
whole wide world to find a consti­ 
tutional monarch more devoted to 
his work and more adequately car­ 
rying out the duties of a consti­ 
tutional monarch than the present 
sovereign.” 


Await Prince’s Arrival.

If the child refuses to eat. lie 
should be allowed to leave the 
table at the end of the meal, but 
should not be fed again until the 
next regular feeding time no mat­ 
ter how hungry it becomes.

CARE NEEDED 
IN ‘FIRING UP’ 


Dangers From Coal Gas 
Can Be Eliminated, 
Says Fire Chief 


Danger from coal 
gas, which 
e v e r y winter takes Its toll of lives 
in American homes, can be elim­ 
inated entirely by following a few 
simple rules, according 
to Fire 
Chief Arvld Johnson. 
All coal generates deadly car­ 
bon monoxide gas when heated, 
and the problem is to get the gas 
up the chimney rather than to 
have it percolating 
through 
the 
house. 
Many persons imagine they can 
detect the odor of coal gas 
and 
take no precautions until they be­ 
gin to smell It. 
But carbon mon­ 
oxide gas is entirely odorless, and 
is therefore all the more deadly, 
and the only safe m’ay to deal with 
it is to prevent it from escaping, 
except through the chimney. 
The following rules will help to 
accomplish this: 
When adding fuel to the fire, 
make sure there is a good draft 
by opening the draft and smoke- 
pipe dampers 
and 
closing 
the 
check-draft on the smoke-pipe. 
Before putting in coal, close the 
ashpit door and its draft shutter. 
Tilts throws the main draft to the 
fuel door above, where 
It 
can 
smTeep across the top of the fire 
and quickly consume all the fuel 
gases. 
Distribute the coal evenly on 
the fire. 
After it is distributed, close the 
feed door, open the lower draft, 
and let the heating plant stand 
thus for 15 or 20 minutes while 
the gases are being "cooked" out 
and burned off the fresh coal and 
the fumes are being carried away. 
Then make the usual regulations 
to control the fire. 
Coal gas poisoning occurs most 
frequently, according to 
heating 
engineers, when large quantities 
of coal are added to the fire and 
the heater is "closed up for the 
night.”

about the business of picking an 
All-America football

from the futility of trying to name 
eleven men out of eleven hundred 
who are the best players in the 
country. 
The unfortunate thing is that, 
while the All-America teams are 
treated with scant serioueness by 
the public at large, the selections 
are taken most seriously by the 
young athletes themselves. 
The football writer who travels 
around extensively meets some of 
the finest boys in the world. Valu­ 
able friendships 
are 
established 
and It is no pleasure to sit down 
at a typewriter and write a good 
friend and a young man you ad­ 
mire extremely out of a place that 
lie would give a part of his hide 
to have. 
You may laugh at the 
idea that anyone can have his feel­ 
ings hurt by the opinion of un al­ 
leged expert, 
We laughed at tho 
idea until we met a lot of the boys 
in later years who had been named 
or omitted from the teams that the 
manufacturer of this piece had to 
pick in his line of routine duty. 
Lassman’s Case. 
The point Is illustrated in the 
case of Al Lussmau. the New York 
university tackle. He is one of the 


finest lads that ever stepped Into 
a shoe. 
He has every character­ 
istic of a gentleman and a sports­ 
man and he is a 
great 
football 
player. 
But he is not on the first 
team. He may never know that he 
wasn’t and certainly wouldn’t care 
much if it happened to be brought 
to his attention. 
But it is painful 
to leave him off. And the same ap­ 
plies to Pommerening, the Michi­ 
gan tackle. 
But, you may be asking, what 
has this to do with the business 
at hand. 
And the answer is noth­ 
ing. 
It isn’t exactly an alibi be­ 
cause All-America teams can’t be 
alibied. 
The process of picking an 
All-America team is 
similar 
to 
that recommended by an American 
League pitcher in 
handling 
the 
Ruth person. 
All you can do is 
pitch and then duck. 
There doesn’t have to be much 
explaining about three of the posi­ 
tions in the backfield of the ac­ 
companying selections. 
Harpster, 
Strong and Cagle 
named 
them­ 
selves. The fullback position prob­ 
ably will bring about a wide diverg­ 
ence of opinion among the critics. 
We chose Scull because four of the 
best coaches in the east ensured 
us that he is one of the greatest 
all-round backs of years. 
He is a 
big, fast fellow who can run, pass 
and kick and he is perhaps the 
best defensive back and blocker in 
the game. 
Lou Young, the Penn­ 
sylvania coach, rates him ae the 
best fullback he ever handled and 
there have been All-America backs 
before him in 
the 
Pennsylvania 
squad. 


That Boy Mixed. 
Mizell ought to be on the first 
team but he was put on the second 
team because there wasn’t room 
on the first and because some very 
good judges who saw the three 
men in action said that Strong aud 
Cagle were bigger and faster than 
Mizell and that Strong and eagle 
were marked men in every game 
they played and Mizell had plenty 
of help from Thomaston and Lump­ 
kin.
